Queen Victorias Visit to Tennyson. 


The residence of the Queen at Osborne, 
on the eastern shore gives a certain 
character of royal repose to the island 
and keeps up a constant liow of inter- 
s.«t. H er Majesty is particularly fond 
of this little summer palace, 
and 
throws aside the stately ceremonial of 
royalty as much as possible while re­ 
sitting* there. 
The coast all around is 
dotted with handsome mansions of 
noblemen and gentleman, and if a 
stranger is furnished with good intro­ 
duction there is no place in England 
or elsewhere that affords more agree­ 
able society than Ryde and its neigh­ 
bors, Cowes, Ventnorand Freshwater. 
The latter is a sort of classic ground, 
being the visible dwelling place of the 
poet Tennyson. Round his elegant 
rural retreat all the wit and talent of 
England are 
perpetually 
moving. 
The announcement was received with 
full loyal welcome from the poet and 
liis household, which be it said in all 
respects, has, with all the attractions, 
some of the disadvantages of the 
poetical atmosphere. 
Order does 
not there reisrn supreme in outward 
things. 
The~ house was, however, 
put under arm s to receive the royal 
visit; Tennyson arrayed himself in 
solemn dress coat; Mrs. Tennyson 
wore an appropriate toilette; the 
'younger Tennysons were snatched 
from mud pies, washed and dressed 
and kept in bondage to 
the best 
clothes for the whole afternoon, while 
a delicate repast of‘strawberries and 
cream and flowers was prepared in an 
arbor out of doors. But the day pass­ 
ed, and the next, and the next, and no 
majesty appeared. 
The household 
drew a sigh of regret—some of them , 
doubtless, of relief—and lapsed into 
slippers and mud pies once more. 
But, lo! one morning, as the children 
wer'3 at their favorite pasttime in the 
garden, and the poet meditating in 
his dress gown, and Mrs. Tennyson 
on domestic cares intent, a horseman 
dashed up to the gate and cried, “The 
Queen!” and before Tennyson could 
don his coat or warn his wife, the 
royal carriage drew up before his 
house. 
W ith the instinct of a true 
gentleman he went forward to greet 
his aorveign, called his family to him 
and led Her Majesty into the house. 
There was an awful pause. 
Suddenly 
the poet raised his head, and look­ 
ing at the Queen exclaimed “Oh, woe 
is me! For live days I have waited, 
in suitable 
attire, to receive 
my 
Queen. My wife was ready, my children 
washed and pictures to behold, and 
Her Majesty came not; and she lias 
come and found us in what a plight!” 
The poet groaned. The Queen broke 
Into« merry laugh, and the ice thus 
broken so gracefully and w ittily did 
not form again during the visit.—

fill a hundred rooms in a week if I had 
them. 
One of our leading citizens says lie 
w’ill subscribe liberally toward build­ 
ing a first-class boarding-house, with 
room to accommodate one hundred 
guests. He is a property-owner, and 
wants the city to improve. Could you 
not persuade other property-holders to 
unite with him, and form a stock com­ 
pany to build a house of this kind, or 
to build a hotel? It is, however, rather 
late to commence building a hotel for 
this season, but a frame building, to 
accommodate 150 boarders, could he 
put up in a short time.

At the recent Literary Fund dinner 
in Loudon, Tom Taylor, the dramatist, 
said that during his twenty-two yeans 
of official life, ltis literary work was 
chiefly done “In the invaluable three 
hours* before breakfast.” To this it 
may he added that George Eliot’s 
favorite time for composition is from 
six in the morning till nine; and An­ 
thony Trollope “breaks the hack of 
the day,” as Sir Walter Scott has it, 
by improving the same shining hours. 
A French writer, in estimating the 
future of science, points out that in 
fifty or a hundred years’ the English 
language will in all probability be 
spoken by eight hundred and sixty 
millions of individuals, while the 
German will he the language of 120,­ 
000,000 and the French of 60,000,000 
only, and that in consequence science 
is likely to seek English channels of 
publication, scientific books having at 
best a limited sale, and necessarily 
seeking the widest audience.
